tained.  The  man  undoubtedly  met  his 


people  to  adopt  it.  Mr.  Oakes  said  the 
scheme  would  more  readily  commend 
itself  to  the  people  of  Bloomfleld  if  the 
Second  River  line  was  Adopted,  whereas 
if  the  canal  was  taken  as  a  line  there 
would  be  a  disposition  to  oppose  annexa¬ 
tion  on  the  ground  that  the  taxable  value 
of  the  property  would  not  compensate  for 
the  expense  of  carrying  out  the  lmprove- 
meuts  expected  by  the  people  if  a  change 
should  be  effected.  Mr.  Freeman  also 
strenuously  urged  the  river  line  as  a 
boundary.  He  assured  Mr.  Heckel  that 
the  project  would  meet  with  a  more  favor¬ 
able  reception  ln  the  Legislature  if  it  was 
chosen.  Ihe  people  of  Bloomfleld  would 
also  take  a  deeper  intereet  ln  assisting 
them  to  carry  it  through.  Mr.  Heckel 
intimated  that  the  influence  of  the  meD 
in  the  locality  between  the  canal  and  the 
river  was  very  powerful,  and  to  try  to 
bring  them  into  Bloomfleld  against  their 
wishes  would  be  sure  to  defeat  thescheme. 

These  same  man  had  killed  a  similar  1 
movement  five  years  ago.  Messrs.  Cook 
and  Dodd  also  urged  the  river  line  In 
preference  to  the  canal.  Mr.  Farrand 
admitted  that  the  river  line  was  Ids  choice 
but  he  fully  realized  the  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  its  adoption.  His  sympathies  were 
with  the  people  ln  the  dissatisfied  district 
and  rather  than  see  them  defeated  in  their 
movement  he  would  be  In  favor  of  the 
canal  line.  Mr.  Heckel  said  the  taxable 
value  of  the  property  in  the  district  was 
*51,000  three  years  ago.  The  bonded  in¬ 
debtedness  was  a  matter  that  the  district 
would  personally  assume.  Mr.  Heekel 
was  instructed  to  lay  the  whole  matter 
before  Assemblyman  McGowan.  The 
committee  passed  a  resolution  requesting 
Mr.  McGowan  to  give  the  matter  due  at¬ 
tention  when  brought  bofore  the  Legisla¬ 
ture.
